We have often remarked ‘on the 
reticence of the Peking Gaxetle in regard 
to Yunnan. Hardly ever was a refe- 
rence made to the operations going on 
for its subjugation; we scarcely knew 
indeed that a serious effort was being 
made, till we heard from India that the 
Mussulman capital had been taken, 
and that the son of the Rebel chief, 
finding all was lost, had halted in Ran- 
goon on his return journey from 
England, ‘The first mention of suc- 
cess in the Gazotte was on the 16th 
April, when, as we pointed out in a 
recent article, one Tsing-yuh-ying 
mentioned the capture of Talifoo, the 
condition in which he had found it, 
and the measures he had taken to re- 
construct the official yaméns, And 
now we have, on the 2nd May, a mee 
morial from the Governor of Yunnan 
declaring the province to be tranquil. 
lised, and asking permission to hold 
the usual examinations. Remembering 
the long history-that appeared of the 
war in Kweichow, after its successful 
termination, we are surprised that no 
detailed account is given of the closing 
operations in Yunnan ; but there seems 
no longer any room for doubt; the 
brief references in the Gazette confirm 
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Cut the whole country. Nothing but 
foreign aid saved the dynasty from 
overthrow by the Taepings ; and hardly 
had their power been extinguished, at 
Nanking, than the formidable Nienfei 
insurrection arose, which occupied 
‘Tseng-kwo-fan and Li Hung-chang for 
several years in Shantung. The Ma- 
homedans at the same time overran 
Kansuh and wrought widespread ruin 
in Shanse and Shense, penetrating even 
into the metropolitan province of Obibli. 
Yunnan had been for some years, 
and remained, out of hand. Kweichow 
was overrun by Miaotze and by the relics 
of the Taeping armies, and we heard of 
frequent outbreaks in Honan, and of 
defiance of the civil power in Kwan. 
tung and Fubkien, Nearly every pro- 
vince was, in fact, more or less dis- 
turbed, and many were in a state of 
anarchy. Gradually, order has been 
restored. The Taepings were checked, 
driven back and crushed by the aid of 
Foreigners in Kinngsu and Chekeang, 
and eventually stamped out by the 
Chineso themselves in Kiangsi and 
Fuhkien, Li Hung-chang, with foreign 
weapons of war, and by the help 
of immense earthworks, crushed the 
Nienfei; and Tso Tsung-tang, after 
many vicissitudes, seems to have over- 
come the Mahomedans in the North- 
west, and driven them back into the 
remote recesses of Kansub. Control 
was regained last year over Kweichow, 
and a military expedition from Canton 
re-established the authority of Govern- 
mentovertheturbulent clans in Fubkien. 
Yunnan wasthelasttohold out; and this, 
itscems, has now been also reconquered. 
Many districts, some entire'-provinces 
even, have hardly yet begun to recover 
from the desolation to which they were 
reduced. But the power which the Em. 
peror assumed last February was at 
least unchallenged. It remains for 
him, by personal exertion and attention, 
by travel and enquiry, to remove the 
abuses which are rampant and to pro- 
mote the recovery of prosperity. Kang- 
hi and Kienlung gathered, in hunting 
expeditions to Tartary, vigor which 
carried them through their Imperial 
progresses to the South. We hope the 
exhortation to “warlike exercises and 
feats of horsemanship” which the Dow- 
ager Bmpresses put forth in Febrnary 
last, may be taken to have some mean- 
ing, and that the Emperor's admiration 
for his ancestors will not altogether 
evaporate in sacrificial visits to the 
Imperial Tombs. Physical energy in a 
ruler is as necessary as mental activity; 
and the seclusion of a palace is fatal to 
both. By energetic personal govern- 
ment, the Emperor can strengthen the 





hold of his dynasty over a people who 
ask little bat tranquillity and freedom 
from undue exactions; by a wise 
foreign policy he may encourage the 
trade and develope the resources of his 
country. There are no internal troubles 
to disturb him; the empire has been 
tranquillised, and the future is clear 
before him; he can make or mar him- 
self, and cause prosperity or misery to 
his people, accordingly as he chooses 
the example of Kienlung or Hienfung.

‘The Shanghai Athletic Sports camo off 
very successfully on Monday and ‘Tues- 
day last, the weather being splendidly fine. 
‘The Bana of tho U. 8. 8. Hartford was on 
the ground ; anda very large number of 
spectators, 

Amotion was heard on Monday in the 
Supreme Court for a new trial of the case 
Milsom & Tod v. The Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank. This was refused. Ap- 
plication was then made for leave to appeal 
against this decision. 

The new Hall of the Shanghai Marine 
Temperance Society was inaugurated on 
Thursday night, by an opening meeting, 
which went off withthegreatest success. Ad- 
mifal Shadwell was called to the chair, and 
made a few remarks of a congratulatory 
and encouraging nature, in which he was 
supplemented by Admiral Jenkins. A 





recitation by Mr. G. Pauncofort and 
addresses by the President of the Society, 
Mr. Blethen, and by the Rev. Mr. Nelson, 
were also given, and the intervals filled 
up by songs from the choral section of the 
Society and the excellent music of the 
Hartford's Band. The programme lasted 
about two hours, and afforded a crowded 
audience much gratification, the only re- 
grot felt being that many wero unable to 
find room to share it, A full xoport will 
be found elsewhere. 

Some small inusters of new silk have 
come down, but no quantity, and there is 
nothing doing. Prices talked of by Chi- 
nese are at rates equal to about 238. or 24s, 
for thirds, and 19s. 6d, for Red Peacocks ; 
but in face of Home rates, and a probable 
large crop, this seems excessive, 

We hear that the S. 8. N, Co. and the 
China Coast 8. N..Co. have agreed to re- 
duce the rate of foreign passage to and 
from Chefoo and Tientsin, on the 1st June 
next, as follows, 

ToChefoo ‘ls. 20, Return ticket 'Tis. 30. 

YoTientsin 30. Do. 50. 

Messrs. Lane, Crawford & Co. sold by 
auction on Wednesday, for Tis. 945, tho 
wreck of a junk called the Koolafak, 
which was sunk on the morning of the 2nd 
March by collision with the steamer Appin, 
‘The junk was lying at anchor at Woosung 
with a full cargo for Tieutsin. ‘The usual 
doubt arose as to liability; the junk 
aftirming she was anchored on the eastern 
side with lights burning, the Appin de- 
claring she was in the fairway. ‘The matter 
was, we understand, referred to arbitrators, 
and given against the Appin. It is worth 
noticing that the junk was built in water- 
tight compartments—a comparatively re- 
cent invention' in western shipbuilding, 
but which is traditional in China, ‘The 
blow by the Appin smashed her forepart, 
and so wrenched the afterpart as to cause 
the compartinents to leak ; but they held 
out sufiiciently long to enable her to drift 
across the river to the shallow water where 
she now lies. 

Our correspondent “Cato” is severe, 
and very justly 0, on the official de- 
lays for which Peking is notorious, We 
are glad to learn, however, that his 
censure is not, in this case, applicable 
to all the Ministers, ‘The diseased meat 
bye-law for instance, referred to at the 
Ratepayers’ meeting, and the one regu- 
lating the form of Jicense, were approved 
by the U.S. Minister so long ayo as last 
September; and are therefore as much 
in force as the rest of the Land Regula- 
tions, so far as American citizens were 
concerned. 

‘The Glengyle arrived from Hankow early 
on ‘Thursday morning, with 500 tons of new 
tea for the O. 8. S. Ulysses, which, went 
to Woosung to mect her. ‘The tea was 
rapidly transhipped, and the Ulysses left 
on Friday. The P. & O. steamer Venetia 
with a full cargo of new tea will get way 
in a few days. 

At the Russian Consulate on Friday 
Paul Lass and P. Maninasky, two Russian 
seainen, were charged,—the former with 
being drunk, and the latter with assaulting 
the polic», in Honzkew, last night, Lass 
was sentenced to two days’, and Maninasky 
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to seven days’, imprisonment; and the 
latter is furthor restricted from coming on 
shore under a penalty of §3. 

We have to acknowledge a little book 
containing two Chinesé poems entitled the 
“ San-tau-ching or Three-character Classic” 
and the “Chien-tsu-win or ‘'Thousand- 
charactor Essay,” translated by Mr. Her- 
bort A. Giles of H. B. M. Consular Service. 

‘No. 5 of the China Review seems to 
contain the usual amount of interesting 
matter, The Rev. J. Chalmers contributes 
a biography of one Han Wankung, who 
was in favour under the Tang dynasty. 
Mr, Lister writes “ An hour with « Chinese 
Romanee,” and Mr, Eakins continues his 
paper on Chinese Philology. ‘The Rev. 
'T. S. Selby gives an intoresting sketch of 
the Purgatories of popular Buddhism. Mr. 
Bowra contributes a paper called the 
Liu Family, or ‘Canton during the period 
of the Five Dynasties.”—Some Desultory 
notes on China, a chapter on the Chinese 
‘Theory of Music, and one or two minor 
papers complete the list. 

‘We have received a pamphlet containing 
two poems with the rather quaint titles of 
“Fanning a Grave,” and ‘'The Wife 
tested,” by Mr. G. ©. Stent. In tho first, 
a Chinese gentleman named Chuang finds 
a widow fanning her husband’s grave. She 
had promised him she would not marry 
again till the earth on it was dry, and she 
was trying to hasten the process. It oc 
curred to Mr. Chuang that his own wife 
would not be even so patient in the event 
of his death ; so he went home and sham- 
med death, Boing skilled in magic, he gets 
out of his coffin at the end of a day and a 
half and appears under another figure, as 
his wife's suitor. She at oneo accopts and 
marries him, ‘The denvuement is rather 
amusing. 

We have also rocoived a pamphlet on- 
titled “Chinaman or White Man, which 1” 
being a reply by the Rev. 0. Gi 
a diatribe against Chineso immigration 
delivered in San Francisco by Father 
Buchard, Mr, Gibson quotes the following 
uentonce : “These pagans, these vicious 
immoral creatures, that are incapable of 
rising to the virtue that is inculeated by 
the religion of Jesus Christ, the world’s 
Redeemer”—and pertinently asks whether 
this utterance of Father Buchard’s ro- 
presents the sentiments of the Church of 
Rome. “ If so, why not translate it into the 
Chinese language and circulate it broadcast, 
to encouraye the 2,000,000 Chinese com- 
municants of the Romish Church whom he 
claims in China.” ‘There does seem alittle 
inconsistency in claiming so many com- 
nminicants among a race incapable of be- 
coming Christians ! 

‘We have a postal notification that a line 
of British mail packets has been establish- 
ed between Aden and Zanzibar, which, 
with connecting lines, will afford a regular 
means of conveyance of correspondence 
from Hongkong for the foreign ports on 
the Bast African Coast, as well as for 
Natal and the Cape Colony, St. Helena 
and Ascension, and that henceforward the 
postage, which must be paid in advance, on 
letters addressed to Zanzibar, Mosam- 
bique, Delagon Bay, Natal, the Cape of 
Good Hope and Ascension, will be 20 cents 




















for each half ounce ; newspapers 2 cents 
each.—It is hardly likely that the new line 
will be much nsed by Shanghaites ; but 
the fact is worth noting—that regular 
communication, with a place lately so far 
out of the world as Zanzibar, has been 
opened up. 

‘The Japanese Admiral arrived at New- 
cuwane on the L1th instant, in his pinnace, 
the frigate remaining outside for want of 
water on the bar. Our correspondent re- 
marks that there have been two Japanese 
merchants in Newchwang all the winter, 
nd the Admiral is said to have come to 
visit them. This condescension implies 
such a remarkable change of ideas, that 
it is suggested they may have gone 
to Newchwang rather to take notes. 
The steamers Kiangse and Taku arrived to- 
gether, and were likely to leave together. 
Tn port besides, the German barks Tekli 
and Aldebaran, both bound for Hongkong. 

‘The Haxxow tea market was opened on 
the 16th, since when 26,000 chests have 
been settled, at rates about Tis. 1 a 2 over 
last season. The quality is said to be ave- 
rage. About 12 chops have been settled 
at Tis, 30 to Tis. 34 per picul. Two 
chops inferior Oopack have also been set- 
tled at 243 to 25=1s, 73d. to Is. 8d. The 
Cheong-Sow Kyes have realized about same 
rates as those paid last year for same class. 
‘The inferior chops settled are dearer than 
last year. Our correspondent says:—“'I do 
not think they would have brought the 
price, but that the buyers expect to get 
them home by the Ulysses, in advance of any 
other steamer. ‘The Glengyle, to leave on 
Monday at noon, will take down 500 tous 
for the Ulysses. Buying for this steamer has 
I think induced higher prices than would 
otherwise have been paid. Business lias 
not been active, and I fully expect much 
lower prices next week. Ningchow mus- 
ters have not yet arrived, and only one 
of Oonfa has been shown. No chop has 
been offered by muster in advance of the 
bulk. 

‘The proceedings at theannual meeting of 
Landrenters at K1vxrane are charming in 
their simplicity, by contrast with the elabo- 
rate debates held last week at the Masonic 
Hall, ‘There weresix men present besides 
the Consul, and the chief conversation 
seems to have turned on the point whether 
two of these gentlemen should be allowed to 
vote without written authority. ‘The Mu- 
nicipal accounts showed a deficit of Tis. 
82.72, after an expenditure of Tis. 835.98, 
but this was caused by exceptional expen- 
diture, and entails no increase in taxation, 

Our Trestsix correspondent writes, 
on the 12th May, that he hears on 
good authority that the audience ques- 
tion is in -a fair way of being set- 
tled, though some months time must still 
elapse before it is finally arranged. Most 
of the important points have been dis- 
cussed and settled. The Tientsin races 
came off on the Sth, 9th and 10th. 
Rain fell on the afternoon of the 7th, but 
all the race days were fine, and the course 
was in good order. A spot six miles from 
the Settlement was selected for the course, 
the old Racecourse being under water ; 
and the number of Chinese spectators was, 
in consequence, unusually smal. 

















‘The Taotai of Nixaro has, at the instance 
of his colleague of Shanghai, issued a 
lengthy proclamation embodying the let- 
ter of the Lyons Silk Association, pointing 
out the frauds of the Silkmen in the in- 
terior in the way of packing, mixing, 
adulterating, &c., and the evils flowing 
therefrom, and calling on them to mond 
their ways. It may not have inuch effect, 
but it shows that the mandarins are not ut~ 
terly neglectful of their duty in the way of 
supplying the want of a native press and 
disseminating useful information, 

‘The Peking Gazettes of the 1st and 2nd 
May, which we publish elsewhere, con- 
tain further references to the subjugation 
of Yoxwa. In thelatter, the Governor peti- 
tions that, “as the provineo is now tran- 
quilised,” the literary examinations may bo 
again held. Without assuming the restora- 
tion of perfect tranquillity, we may assume 
that the Mahomedan power is at last 
really crushed ; and the authority of the 
Emperor restored. 

‘The China Mail says the monument to 
be erected in memory of the officers and 
men lost in the Inte 8. S. Oneida is now 
lying at Hoxoxoe ready to be put on 
board the Yantic. ‘The base weighs 6 
tons. ‘The pillar has on the four sides 
the names of the officers aud men ; it is 
made of Hongkong granite, aud is very 
well polished, the letters being gilded. 

‘The Chinese Mail learns from a private 
but highly authentic source at Peking, that 
the Tsung-li-Yamén are contemplating the 
re-establishment of the Mandarinates at 
Macav. ‘This step would probably help to 
solve the coolie-traftie difficulty—if the 
Magaooso allowed it to bo carried out. 
The number of dead bodies found in the 
stroots of Macao, as reported in the Boletim, 
from the 18th to the 25th instant, amounts 
to 11, being one less as compared with the 
previous weok, aud 3 in excess of the same 
time last year, ‘There are7 Peruvian ships 
in harbour, with an aggregate tonnage of 
6,676 tons—all waiting for cargoes, which 
very scarce, there being no arrivals, There 
wasno departure for either Peru or Havana, 
The Superintendent of. Emigration at 
Macao has issued a notification fixing the 
brokerage for each coolie at $140, The 
rate current before was from $97 to 120, 
but owing to the scarcity now prevailing 
in.the Macao market, higher rates ha 
been demanded, and, in some instances, 
paid by anxious shippers to avoid demur- 
rage.—Tho Providencia, Peruvian ship, left 
on the Gth.—he Boletim publishes the 
usual notification from the Portuguese Con- 
sul in Peru, announcing tho arrival of the 
Oracle, on the 27th January ultimo, with 
644 coolies, and recording 25 deaths during 
the passage, winding up with the stereo- 
typed paragraph: ‘The passengers were 
treated kindly during the voyage.” ‘Tho 
official return of dead coolies found lying 
in the Macao streets, from 26th ultimo to 
2nd instant, shows the number of 13 adults 
and one child. 

A branch of the Chartered Bank of 
India, Australia and China, was opened at 
Mastta, on the Ist April, under the ma- 
nagement of Mr. J. Somerville. ‘The 
number of Shares in the Cebu Coal Mines 
sold up to this date amount to 863, value 
$36,300.

JAPAN AND CHINA. 


‘Tus ratification of the Japanese-Chi- 
nese Treaty is a very important step in 
the developement of China; indeed we 
should not be surprised if more prac- 
tical results flowed from it than have re- 
sulted from pompous diplomatic opera- 
tions with Western Powers. The 
changes which must come on China will, 
we believe, be hastened by the assistance 
of the shrewd restless children of the 
Rising Sun. We know that when Greek 
meets Greek the tug of war is to be ex- 
pected, and we are inclined to believe 
that when Oriental meets Oriental the 
diplomatic duello may be looked for. 
The Japanese have all the zeal of new 
converts, They have only recently 
taken to Western customs, and they 
have not yet found out how extremely 
inconvenient and foolish many of them 
are. After long years of seclusion they 
are opening their doors, and naturally 
they think their neighbours should not 
hesitate to do the same. Already in 
small things the Chinese have been 
compelled to treat them as they treat 
Buropeans, as they have given their 
representatives a foreign and not a 
native feast; but, in spite of this, Orien- 
tals they are, and they will not allow 
their envoys to assume a subordinate 
position, or to follow in the line that the 
British and French Legations pursue. 
We shall not be surprised if the 
Japanese, with their fresh and vigorous 
energy, solve the question of China’s 
isolation, and force the reluctant sister 
into the comity of nations. For one 
characteristic of the Japanese mind is 
a rough and ready logic. hey pene- 
trate a fallacy with extraordinary quick- 
ness, and apply the argumentum ad 
hominem with amazing celerity. ‘The 
Japanese would reason thus ;—“'The 
Mikado secluded himself from the 
world for centuries, and men thought 
Society would come to pieces if he 
showed himself. He has shown him- 
self, and yet Society not only holds 
together, but further, all the evidences 
of national activity and greatness are 
increasing an hundred-fold. The Em- 
peror of China has secluded himself in 
like manner, but may not the experi- 
ment that has beeu made in the one 
case be repeated in the other without 
any dread of a national collapse! What 
wwe have done, notonly with impunity bat 
with advantage, surely you may do.” 
We have recently pointed out that in a 
certain sense this is a superficial view 
of the question, and have hinted at the 
dangers which a patriotic Chinaman, 
really attached to the traditions of his 
country, may naturally apprehend from 
the granting of the Audience Question. 
Still these arguments will not affect the 
Japanese. They are not ina frame of 
mind to listen to pleas about tradition 
or-reverence for the past. You might 
as well talk to Mr. Odger about Divine 
Right, as address appeals, based on the 
doctrine of the Emperor’s celestial 





origin, to His Excellency Tanésmi Soyés 
Hima. And what will be the end? It is 
possible that the Mikado’s Government 
will pursue an eirenic and not a 
polemic policy, but we are greatly mis- 
taken if the Japanese are not anxious 
to try their newly acquired powers,— 
their European drill, their Martini- 
Henry rifles and their newly bonght 
iron clads. Nothing would be easier 
for the Japanese than to blockade the 
China ports, and we are doubtful 
if, in action, the clumsily managed 
gunboats carrying the Dragon Flag 
would hold their own against the war- 
ships of the more active, teachable, and 
versatile people. It would be strange 
indeed if the opening of China should 
come through Japan, and if France and 
England should “stand,” one on either 
hand, while the objects for which they 
have so long toiled in vain are effected 
by a semi-civilised power which has 
sprung into life within the last ten 
years. It may bea mere dream, but 
yet it is within the compass of pos- 
sibility that the desired end may be 
accomplished by means apparently very 
inadequate to the purpose. 





THE EMIGRATION ORDINANCES. 


‘Tus British Government, in directing 
measures to be taken such as are con- 
tained in the “ Chinese Emigrant Ship 
Fittings,” and the “Chinese Emigrant 
Ship” ordinances, lately under discus- 
sion at Hongkong, shows that it is in 
earnest in its denunciations of the coolie 
traffic carried on from Macao. We are 
quite willing to acknowledge that those 
ordinances are clunisy, and that they 
sanction interference with the rights of 
foreign flags not usual in the comity 
of nations ; but while doing so we are 
ready to acknowledge their necessity, 
and look on them as the precursors of 
a policy which may lead to still more 
active measures being taken to repress 
ahateful traffic. It is, we hold, no 
disgrace to Hongkong that there are 
people within the colony interested in 
the Macao coolie trade. The proximity 
of Macao, and the opportunities offered 
by a great commercial centre, replete 
with every convenience for the repair 
and fitting out of ships, would naturally 
attract to it men whose natures were 
little susceptible to the enormities of 
the trade. We owe it to Hongkong 
however to add that, notwithstanding 
the temptation afforded, the colony has 
always, hitherto at least, been bold and 
outspoken in its condemnation of the 
traffic in human flesh. We add the 
words, “hitherto at least,” becanse, 
whether from the proverbial desire of 
the ordinary Englishman to take the 
weaker side in a quarrel, or from a 
dread of the most ordinary respon- 
sibility, which seems in this latter half 
of the nineteenth century to be a 
prevalent disease, feeble efforts to stay 
the hands of the executive, and to gloss 
over the coarser iniquities of the traffic, 
may be noticed. However much we 
desire to agree with Messrs. Whit- 








tall and Ryrie, we certainly can- 
not, with them, imagine that the pass- 
ing of the ordinances is intended, or 
likely, to cast a slur on th2 good name 
of the colony. We are unable also to 
sympathise with the reasoning of the 
Daily Press, that the proposed ordi- 
nances may interfere with the rights 
of foreign ships, and may entan- 
gle Great Britain in difficulties with 
other States. That is a question which, 
wwe may well imagine, has been care- 
fully considered by her Majesty’s Goy- 
ernment before passing such laws as 
the “ Kidnapping Act” of 1872, on the 
model of which it directed the Colonial 
Law Officers to prepare an ordinance 
suited to the peculiar requirements of 
Hongkong. That law, intended to guard 
against a very similar state of affairs 
in the South Seas, the mission of Sir 
Bartle Frere to Zanzibar for the sup- 
pression of the slave trade on the east 
coast of Africa, and the conduct of the 
Secretary for the Colonies in regard to 
the present ordinances, are proofs that 
in this matter, at least, the Government 
of Great Britain is in earnest, and is 
prepared to take on itself the responsibi- 
lity of its acts. The Attorney-General, in 
the “Hongkong Government Gazette” 
of the 3rd of May, states very clearly the 
objects of the ordinances. They are, the 
rendering it impossible that any overt 
act connected with the equipment or 
despatch of coolie ships should be com- 
mitted in the Colony, The Governor 
says that it is in the last degree unlike. 
ly that any prosecution will ever take 
place under the ordinance, and we may 
add that it is its deliberate’ intent to 
make offences’ so dangerous or vexa- 
tious that, rather than ran the risk of 
entanglement, those interested in the 
traffic will confine their ovort acts, at 
least, to more congenial localities. 
There are signs that even the Govern- 
ment of China is gradually becoming 
alive to its duties in the matter. At 
the present moment we believe a 
little extra vigilance is rendering the 
traffic less profitable than usual, and an 
unprecedentedly large number of vessels 
are lying in Macao Roads unable to 
complete their cargoes. And a few of 
the mew gunboats might perhaps be 
more profitably employed in the neigh- 
bourhood of Macao than lying idle 
in the Hwongpoo or the Min. De- 
fective as is the Emigration Conven- 
tion entered into by Prince Kung, it 
would become the Chinese Govern- 
met to take care that some reasonable 
conformity with its provisions shall be- 
come the order of the day. 





OUR MUNICIPAL GOVERNMENT, 


Iw legislation less than in any other 
human matter can we hope to accom- 
plish finality. However well devised 
and suited for the circumstances of the 
time may be a code of laws, Time, the 
great avenger, will slowly but surely 
work outa state of affairs to which they 
are inapplicable. The Inws of the 
‘Twelve Tables, of Solon and Lycurgus 
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were each and all suitable for the cir- 
cumstances under which they were in- 
tended to apply, but who would now 
endeavour to make oven the Institutes 
of Justinian a code of daily practice? 
Reasoning from the general to the 
particular ease, the code under which 
the Municipality of Shanghai was first 
started has become utterly inadequate 
to the end in view. Founded on a 
Chinese model, it served pretty well 
when the foreign community was num- 
bered by tens instead of by thousands, 
but, completely devoid of all elasticity, 
it was only by stretching a point that it 
ever became applicable to the real wants 
of the Settlements. Twice amended, it 
is like tho patched garment, the filmy 
staple of which is ready to give way at 
any unusual strain. What for instance 
is the meaning of the extraordinary 
phrase, “an assessment in the form of a 
rate,” which has beon handed down 
with becoming reverence, or what the use 
of a tax on the ‘said land and houses,” 
the only- previous mention of land and 
houses being in connection with those 
acquired for Municipal purposes ? 
How is it that actually no definition 
exists of the purposes of the Munici- 
pal Government? that gas, water, and 
a host of other things, must be excind- 
ed under a strict rendering? Fortu- 
nately, perbaps, the omissions were so 
grave and so many that custom has 
had to sanction the substitution of 
precedent for code, and Municipal 
Governmont has had to be carried on 
rather under a traditional system than 
in accordance with the strict letter of 
a code incomprehensible and ill digest. 
‘ed. But while we would like to sco 
the code made clearer, and the gene. 
ral objects of Municipal Govern. 
ment more plainly expressed, there are 
dangors likely to be encountered in the 
proposed course, of nearly equal gravi- 
ty. The incomprehensible nature of the 
present regulations has been in a great 
measure the cause of the success of 
Municipal government, as experience 
and precedent had to come to the help 
of the written code, Indeed, it seems 
not unlikely that it is where the present 
Regulations are most precise that they 
have become most impracticable, No- 
thing, for instance, seemed easier than 
the regulation for the revision of a 
Bye-law; all parties interested or likely 
to be interested had, or seemed to have, 
something to say to it. It was to be 
passed by the Ratepayers, debated on 
and approved by the foreign Consuls, 
and sent to the Ministers for ratifica- 
tion. ‘The attempt to pass a necessary 
bye-law, for the Iandable purpose of pre- 
venting the sale of diseased meat in the 
Settlements, was made last year, and 
proved how utterly useless was the 
machinery. First, instead of being de- 
bated on by the Ratepayers, a resolution 
was put into their hands by one of the 
foreign Consuls ; who told the meeting 
that that, and none but that, would be 
passed by the body to which he be- 
longed. ‘It was to no purpose that the 
impracticable nature of the document 





was pointed out by the legal adviser to 
the Council; the meeting, in default of 
a better, accepted the bye-law handed 
to them. In accordanco with the 
rule provided in such eases, the bye- 
Inw passed by the Ratepayers was 
to be accepted by the foreign Con- 
suls and sent on to Peking for confirma- 
tion, We believe that the Council 
took such steps as it was called on to 
take, and that the bye-law was accepted 
by the body of Consuls and sent up to 
Peking for the ratification of the Min- 
isters. Nothing has since been heard 
of it, and such steps as the urgency 
of the case demands have had to be 
taken on the responsibility of the com- 
munity. Now the published dispatches 
of one at least of the foreign Ministers at 
Peking prove that he is unfriendly to- 
wards the Municipal organisation esta- 
blished in Shanghai, and this fact 
leads to the unpleasant conclusion that 
this unfriendliness bas led to the pre- 
sent delay. Yet the ratification of the 
Land Regalations by the foreign Minis- 
ters at Peking is an official document, 
and they are as much bound by their 
portion of the compact as are the Rate- 
payers in Shanghai. It seems, indeed, 
as if the most salutary provisions for 
amendment were only likely to end in 
producing a dead lock, and it remains 
an open question whether greater pre- 
cision in the wording of the Regulations 
may not afford an opening for future 
interference. 








SPECULATION. 


Wirn the opening of the Tea season 
Shanghai returns to its busy time, and, 
for some months to come, the prospects 
of the year will form the staple of 
conversation. It is scarcely for a 
journalist to criticise the mercantile 
operations being carried on on all sides. 
They are inscrutable even to the 
initiated. When once the cacoethes 
emendi has seized a China communi. 
ty, buy it must; whether the article 
be tea, silk, shares or mud, it is all 
one. Each man has to buy when the 
leader points out the way, as, in crossing 
the bridge, each individual sheep of a 
flock felt impelled to jump out of a 
window overlooking a precipice simply 
beeause the leader by mistake had 
taken this course. It is unfortunate 
that the ways of investing money in 
China should be so limited, that 
periodical fits of —over-speculation 
should so frequently occur. In fact, 
it is difficult to find atime when one 
or another is not paramount. In the 
old days the ran was on tea or silk 
alone, but the number in the market 
not being so excessive as in these 
modern times, and money being more 
difficult to lay down, the result on the 
whole was decently satisfactory. Cotton 
was perhaps the first outside commodity 
to attract a large measure of speculation, 
in which a few found a fortune, but the 
majority rain, or next door to it. Land 
followed, with the result that, even 
with the growth of the settlements 





which bas taken place within the last 
ten years, we are scarcely as yet abreast 
of the ideas of 1863. Land failed 
with a gigantic crash, to be followed 
again by the old staples of tea and silk; 
and these again gave place to imports ; 
to be finally followed, after the profit. 
able developement of local enterprise, 
by an equally eager run on shares, 
It is needless, in the present. stato of 
affairs, to add that in turn every one of 
these had the same ending. Prices 
were run up to limits which even opera- 
tors, sanguine as they were, knew 
could’ not be upheld, and each man 
went on the principle of the “ Devil 
take the hindmost,” hoping that his 
neighbour rather than himself would 
occupy that unpleasant position. In 
nearly every case of inflation there was 
a consequent depression, most fortunate 
for the far-seeing individual who knew 
how, or had the means, to take advan- 
tage of it; and undoubtedly much 
money has been made by individuals, 
without, however, thatbenefitto the com. 
munity which a more evenly balanced 
system would have induced. Notably 
has this been the case in shares. The 
buying and selling of shares between 
the members of a community canses 
no increase of wealth, What is gained 
by one individual must be lost by an- 
other, with the result that « great deal 
of energy which might have been thrown 
into wealth-creating operations is simply 
wasted and squandered. More than 
this, the fortunate winner in the game 
is apt to withdraw, and so, to the ex- 
tent by which the settlement might be 
advantaged by his presence, the com- 
munity becomes eventually a loser. 
‘The present collapse of the share mar- 
ket is however not only an inconveni- 
ence, it is a direct loss. While share 
speculation is little better than gamb- 
ling, and does not increase the material 
wealth of the community, it is of the 
highest utility that a good share mar. 
ket should exist, Naturally, in a re- 
mote locality like China, there are few 
resident capitalists, and the only way 
in which many operations likely to re- 
sult in profit to the community at 
large can be accomplished, is by the 
principal of co-operation. The state of 
the share market, lately inflated beyond 
all reasonable calculation, and now as 
unduly depressed, makes men hesitate 
before placing their savings in under- 
takings from which, although reason 
ably successful, they may be unable to 
withdraw without serious inconvenience, 
Having ran the round of speculation in 
everything else, there still, howover, 
remained one article which had been 
neglected for a series of years. So 
great had been the collapse of the land 
speculations of ten years ago, that, for 
an unprecedentedly long period, men 
avoided Shanghai mud as they would 
poison. The losses had not been confined 
to Shanghai, but had extended through 
all the open ports. Hankow has scarcely 
yet recovered, and even within the 
last week we have had to report the 
confiscation of a number of lots at 
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Kiukiang, the ground not being con- 
sidered sufficiently valuable to bear the 
small annual rent reserved by the 
British Government. Wide tracts of 
vacant ground were everywhere pur- 
chased, sometimes at exorbitant rates ; 
and though many of those, in Shang- 
hai at least, have since been utilised, 
their present or prospective value is 
but small in comparison with the amount 
sunk, and the consequent loss of capital 
and interest. We are sorry, therefore, 
to ave to notice some signs of a return 
of the land-fever. It is a fact that 
within the Settlements the number of 
houses has greatly increased, to keep 
pace with the increased population. 
But it is also a fact that never was 
there greater competition to obtain 
tenants. Except in a few favoured 
localities, rents cannot be said to have 
advanced, while tenants become more 
exacting. It is fortunate that this 
“competition has taken a form beneficial 
to the community. At no previous 
period were landlords compelled, in their 
own interests, to provide dwellings of 
so high a class as are at the present 
time to be found rising within the Set- 
tlements. What has so unaccountably 
“been neglected by the Municipal 
Council and the Ratepayers, is being 
accomplished in a measure by the pres- 
sure of competition. But this improve- 
ment can only go on to a certain extent. 
‘A land and building speculation, which 
would largely increase the number of 
houses in the Settlements, might have 
the cffect of lowering rents below the 
limit when improvement would be pro- 
fitable, and the evils of 1861-63 would 
in all probability return. It is well to 
have property in the hands of those 
able and willing to improve it, but 
‘a return of the land fever of ten years 
ago would be deplorable.

Continuing our notice of the collection 
mado. at Shanghai to represent China at 
the Vienna Exhibition, we next come to 
the department of medicines—one which 
offers many curious facts illustrative of the 
ignorance and superstition, as well as of 
the empirical attainments, of the celestial 
exculapians.

As might be expected, the practitioners 
deal largely in simples, and generally sup- 
ply them in considerable quantities to 
their unfortunate patients, being unable 
to distinguish between the gross vehicle 
and the true agent, or to separate these so 
as to retain the good and reject the 


refuse. The catalogue embraces some 300 
specimens which we shall cursorily glance 
over, and endeavour, innoticing, tocondense 
into a narrow space. The vegetable king- 
dom, as the most drawn upon for remedies, 
should head the list, but we may first 
remark a peculiar specimen which is both 
animal and vegetable. It is the tung chung 
hea ts‘aou, or “winter ingect, summer 
herb,” and is a grub—said by the Chinese 
to be the gloworm—which swallows a seed 
destined to germinate in its inside and 
sprout from its mouth. As the blade de- 
velopes the grub dies, and forms a casing 
and sustenance for the root. The grub 
has been found also in Australia, and at 
one time attracted much notice in the 
scientific world. Decocted, it is used medi- 
cinally by the Chinese as a stiumlative. 
One of the most valuable of Chinese medi- 
cines is the Ginseng root, the Cinchona of 
‘China, obtained from some of the Northern 
provinces and from Corea, and also, says 
Porter Smith ‘carefully hunted for by the 
Manchus, who boast that the weeds of their 
drugs of the Chi- 
“The drug is prescribed in almost 
y description of disease of a severe 
character, with few exceptions, but with 
many reservations as to the stage of the 
disease in which it may be administered 
with benefit and safety.” Besides the 
true ginseng there are bastard kinds ; one 
called child’s ginseng, apparently on ac- 
count of its smallness. The latter was 
more highly esteemed during the Ming 
dynasty than the ginseng of commerce, 
and is for this reason sometimes called 
the “Ming” ginseng. It is a common 
saying that the ginseng used during 
any particnlar dynasty loses some of 
its best qualities when that dynasty 
ceases to exist, or is superseded. ‘There. 
are also the red ginseng, and a resinous 
root,: supposed to possess many of the 
ities. of ginseng, which is found

draught after loes of blood. A root found 
in dungheaps, and sometimes called 
“fairy babies,” but having no approximate 
Engliah name, also possesses in an inferior 
degree the qualities of ginseng. ‘The Lily 
appears in not a few forms, as a cooling 
medicine. Theleaves, blossoms, stalks, seeds 
and “lily whiskers,” (being the petals or 
stamen), are dried and decocted, and the 
“half-lily,” a small wildflower, is similarly 
employed,’ Nextthe lily we may place the 
Lotus preparations, which are also variou 

‘A decoction of the blossoms husks and root 
joints are used as above and as a lotion in 
cutaneous diseases, and an essence ox- 
tracted from the blossoms is also supposed 
to possess cooling properties, which are 
only efticacious, however, when it is used in 
the 6th and Gth months, at which season 
also an extract of the loquat leaf, called 
“guitar dew,” is used much in the same 
way. ‘The roots and stalks of the common 
China balsam, dried and decocted, are 
invested with ‘sedative and alterative vir- 
tues, and are given in place of chloroform 
to patients about to undergo painful opera- 
tions. Cubebs—one-seoded globular berries 
offragrant odourand pungentaromatictaste 
—are carminative and stomachic, and are 
used in cases of bronchitis, dyspepsia, 
cholera, &é. Leck seeds, boiled in spirits, 
are taken internally for neuralgia, rhouma- 
ties, &e. A decoction of mulberry twigs is 
a simple taken with other medicines in 
cases of over exertion, inward hurts or 
strains, and the leaves or bark, similarly 
prepared, with mint, almonds,’ liquorice, 
&e., is drunk for ¢olds and’ coughs or 
made into a lotion for weak eyes. The 
dried seeds, after the pulp has disappeared, 
is also a specific for colds, and a parasite of 
the mulberry is employed for its streng- 
thening properties and in midwifery cases. 
‘The seeds of the paper mulberry, decocted, 
are tonic and strengthening, and are found 
efiicacious in menstrual disorders, as are 






























also holly leaves, Among epiphytics we 





may include the ‘thunder pills,’—ex- 
crescences found on bamboo trees after a 
thunderstorm, and which, boiled with 
other medicines, have purgative properties 
ascribed to them. A large number of speci- 
mens, which are set down as used in cases 
of coughs, colds, fevers and the commoner 
ills, need only be mentioned. ‘There are 
‘bamboo leaves and inner bark, white and 
black maloe leaves, stalks and seeds, pre- 
pared beans, pumpkin seeds and rind, che 
rind, (the fruit of a thorny tree,) sago, 
rush’ roots, black prunes, lichi ‘stones, 
melon and melon peel and seeds, ‘ heaven’s 
flowers” and other roots, sword beans 
(a largo red kind), broken aniseed, tulip 
roots, cypress leaves and seeds, burs, lin- 
seed, wild cardamons and raspberries and 
many others. There are some specially 
curious herbs that should have more de- 
tailed notices however, Thenight cane, & 
climbing plant, somewhat resembling’ a 
Virginia creeper, receives its name because 
it is supposed to grow only at night. A 
decoction of it is given as a soothing and 
soporific draught. ‘The seeds of the In- 
crubau or chaulmugra, which are imported 
from Siam, are said’to be a cure for 
leprosy and other skin diseases, They 
vary from half to three-quarters of an 
inch in length, and have a hard woody 
shell, enclosing’an oily yellowish albumen, 
within which are large _hearlshaped 
Jeafy cotyledons.” Porter Smith notes that 
Dr. Hobson reported favourably of the 
drug in mild early cases of leprosy, but 
e fuith is put in it, in Hupeh, al- 
in great repute asa remedy for 
parasitic pediculi, and the itchinsecl, of 
which the Chinesehave very correct notions, 
For itch, also, the Chinese take a decoction 
of “Phonix-tail” grass, The che seed 
(hovonia dulcis) a small dried pealike 
fruit, resembling linseed and of a dark red 
colour, are decocted and taken after a 
night's debauch, as foreigners drink soda- 
water, Peach kernels are, in combination 
with other medicines, made into ointment 
of value in coughs, blood diseases, rheuma- 
tism, &c., anda specific for coughs 
also is three or four ounces daily of ronated 
white nuts—which aro not unlike almonds, 
containing a plump juicy kernel of a 
greenish colour. ‘Black tocth” aro 
the seeds of a peculiar kind of creeper, 
pulverised into and taken as snuff, to clear 
the head by sneezing. eod would. 
appear to be the imperfectly developed 
fruit of the soap-nut tree, From the pods 
of an ash or laphora Japonica a decoction 
is made similar to tea, which, drunk three 
or four times daily, is'a remedy for piles. 
‘The pod remains on the treo till next 
year’s blossoms appear; and the seeds 
contained in them aro ‘not much unlike 
those of the tamarind, while the pod itself 
is filled with a substance resembling soft- 
ened glue. ‘The common yam, peeled and 
dried, is reduced to a powder, and, mixed - 
with powdered flint and sesamum oil, made 
into an ointment for the reduction of 
swellings ? while hibiscus leaves and blo 
soms and ‘a species of coltsfoot aro simi- 
larly used as a poultice, the former being 
also decocted and drunk in pulmonary com- 
plaints, Duckweed, resembling the common 
“‘duck-share” of foreign countries, vO 
that the under part of the leaf is a bright 
purple and the upper green, onters into 
ointments and purifying medicines, Celery 
seed is mixed with ointments on account of 
itsaromatic flavour. Calamus, a sweet fing, 
powdered and made into tincture, is used 
in hemoptysis, colic and other fluxes. ‘The 
juice or coarse powder (cays P. Smith) is 
applied to carbuncles, buboes, deaf ears and 
sore eyes, and the plant is stimulant tonic, 
antispasmodic, sedative, and stomachie in 
its properties. A decoction of heath, a 
beautiful feathery plant, is drunk as eool- 
ing tea, and applied asa lotion in cutaneous 
diseaces. ‘Dragon’s brains mint” is a 
sort with a peculiar twisted stem, grown 
only at the temple of Confucius, at Soo- 
chow, and at no other place in China. An 
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infusion of it is a favorite cooling drink 
during the summer months, and for the 
same purpose a preparation of another 
plant—the ‘summer wither herb,” which is 
green in winter and dies in stmmer—is 
charitably provided in public places, ax 
foreigners must remark, so that wayfarers 
may refresh themsclves. One of the 
many articles supplied to teashops for 
summer infusions is the small yellow 
Dlossom of a kind of chrysanthemum re- 
sembling the English Michaelmas daisy. 
A lotion made from wild chrysanthe- 
mus is also applied to sore eyes. Japan 
tan bark, the root of a species of peouy, 
is given’ in pulmonary complaints and 
in fits, and with it horsewhip grass is 
Aecocted to form a cooling medicine. 
Plum bark, also Japanese, is used as an 
incense and a medicine. Mistletoe, called 
o-foo-yuny, or opium, and purporting to 
he tho refuse of the plant from which 
native opium is made, is « tonic and astrin- 
gent administered in eases of diarrhua. 
Gamphor, made by sublimating the root, 
trunk, or branches, of the camphor tree, 
Decomes a stimulating, dinphoretic and 
edative medicine, Safilower is also, be- 
ides its use asa dye, a stimulant, sedative 
und alterative medicine, and emmenogue. 
Nettle, or ‘ bonefit mother seeds,” are so 
called “because of their supposed value in 
parturition, ‘The beneficent witches who 
jive their advice in concocting brews on 
Such occasions sny—

‘Moses, ferns (called nino-headed-lion- 
herb), roses, and a variety of other herbs and

‘A correspondent sends particulars of a 
reoont opium smuggling affair at Foochow. 
It appears that a number of Ningpo and 
Ghinchow mien, who were supposed to have 
been formerly’ in Foreign employ, con- 
cocted a plan for getting opium sent into 
the interior in small quantities, so as to 
evade tho Lokin tax levy of Tis. 80 per 
chest. ‘This they carried out for some time 
till, it is believed, the quantity had 
reached 400 or 500 chests, and the loss to 
the revenue amounted to over ‘Tis. 30,000. 
Urged by this consideration, and by the 
representationsof the Foreign Consuls—who 
apprehended that collusion with foreigners 
might be deduced from the fact of the 
smugglers having their headquarters in 
the neighborhood of soveral forein hongs— 
the Chineso authorities, on 30th April, 
made a raid on the offenders, which, how: 
ever was repulsed, two of the myrinidons 
of the law being severely wounded. Early 
in the morning of the 10th instant, the 
mandarins again sent out a force of 
‘about 200 men to capture the sinugglers, 
but got none of them, partly through the 
timid manner in which they set to work. 
‘They came armed with awords, spears, and 
lanterns, in the rogular old-fashioned 
style, notwithstanding their vaunted pro- 
gress under European tuition, although 
they well knew that the "smugglers 
possessed firearms, and would uso them, 
a8 was proved in the former attempt. 
However, the mandarin soldiery razed to 
the ground a house adjoining Birley & 
Co.'s garden, belonging to oue of the chief 
smugglers, and also utterly destroyed an 
objectionable edifico near thie Fives” Court.

‘Tho Chinese Mail says that in the end of 
March last, the Chinese guuboat Chento 
captured a coolie-catching junk in Ko- 
chow, with a number” of kidnapped 
coolies and several foreigners on board ; 





unfortunately all of the latter, except 
one, escaped. In the beginning of last 
month, ‘the Chinese gunboats Chento and 


Sui-tsing cruised the Kochow waters, and 
captured three junks with about 70 coolies 
and three foreigners on board. The three 
foreigners and the one previously captured 
are now detained in custody at Canton, 
‘The facts brought to light are these. The 
crew of the junk dressed themselves like 
foreigners—a hole was made in the junk, 
and she was put on shore as in distress, 
‘The junkimen then went to the neighbour. 
ing villages and invoked the services of 
villagers ‘to come on board to pump the 
water out of the ship, and also to do 
some other work, and’ entreated them to 
supply them with provisions. Once they 
were on board, they were put below, the 
hatehes were put over them, and they were 
done for ever. By such means all the 
coolies found in the four junks wore enticed 
on board. Much has been said abont the 
Chinese on the Coast not rendering assis- 
tance to ships in distress, driven on their 
shores, and the matter has formed the sub- 
{get of much remonstranes to the Chines 

ndarins, Bat what will the public say 
now, when the villagers, after having come 
forward to show kindness toa ship apparent 
ly in distress, are kidnapped? ‘The natives 
do not understand how to distinguish the 
nationality of foreigners, as they look alike 
and are similarly dressed, and if the case of 
theso unfortunate villagers is known, which 
it surely will be far and wide, they will not 
bo so dis to show hospitality to 
foreigners in futuro. 

‘Messrs. Deacon and Co.’s Market report, 
asted 7th March, says there have been con: 
siderable receipts of new crop leaf, and 
‘Teamen have been buying the produce of 
the favorite districts at very high rates, the 
latest purchases, considering the quality, 
being much the dearest. Of Congous, 
2,200 boxes aro reported settled, but of this 
quantity 1,000 boxes have gone forward 
ou native’ account, and the remainder 
mostly consists of thin flavory Seichow 
bought at Tis. 24a 27. Scented Teas.— 
‘Thero have been afew musters of new 
season’s on show for some days, but the 
majority are very much mixed’ with old 
leaf, and cannot bo considered as fair re- 
presentatives of the crop. ‘The high cost 
will, it seems likely, delay any buying for 
some time. 500 boxes Young Hyson are 
reported settled at ‘Tis. 32 per picul. The 
Hector (str.) sailed from Hongkong on 1st 
inst., took some quantity of new season’s 
tons, but the cargo is not yet circulated, 
Musters of new silk have not come to hand, 
but are daily looked for, and about ten 
days must yet elapse before the staple, in 
bulk, can arrive on the market. A large 
first ‘crop is now confidently expected, and 
this coupled with continued bad accounts 
regarding the London market, should 
point to reasonable opening rates 

Dr. Kerr writes to the China Review :—I 
send you a specimen of iron ore from the 
District of Yan-ping in Shiu-hing Depart- 
ment, in the north-west part of which it is 
said to bo very abundant, and is also said 
to be near coal deposits in the same dis- 
trict. The Chinese seem not to know that 
it is an ore of iron, and it was brought to 
me to determine its composition. It is the 
micacious specular iron gre, and consists 
of iron 70 per cent and oxygen 30 per cent. 
‘The region which produces this ore is no 
doubt a rich field for the mineralogist. It 
is nearly west of Hongkong, and may be 
reached throngh Kong-mun, by river, and 
from. the west coast through San-ning 
District, which lies between Yan-ping and

‘The Japan Gazette of the 5th gives the 
following particulars of a series of fires at 
Yedo. ‘We have torecord four very serious 
conflagrations in the metropolis during 
the last 24 hours ; the first of these broke 
out at Hongo yesterday shortly after noon, 
and there being a strong breeze blowing

Dr. Wriutams said—It seems a very 
slight thing on my part to congratulate this 
Society on the opening of this Temperance 
Hall, when I look around and mark the 

t care, trouble, anxiety, and expense, to 
which the promoters inust have put them- 
selves. For a great many years, an insti- 
tution like this has beon the object of m; 
desire, and when { see now how mad 
sympathy there is expressed in this largo 
assembly in opening such a place, it seems 
tome that it could hardly have a better 
spect before it. In comparison with 

it will be well to look back on what 
used to be the condition of a foreign seaman 
coming to this country. There were very 
few in comparison to the number now in 
China, and they were all confined to Can- 
ton. ‘There, the seaman was even worse 
off than he is here, for the vessels had to 
anchor a long distance from the city. 
‘There were no native boats to be had, and 
every time the captain or officers wished 
to go up, their men had to row them a 
distance of perkaps twelve miles in an open 
boat, And when the men arrived at Can- 
ton, where were they to stay? Occasion 
ally they arrived late in the evening, when 
their case was worse still. ‘There would 
perhaps be twenty or thirty ships at the 
anchorage, each of which would contribute 
eight or fen men, making something like 
125 men ashore, without a place to go to, 
or anywhere to rest. I have seen cases in 
which men, after rowing that long dis- 
tance, were obliged to turn their boat over 
and take shelter from the rain and 
weather under it. It was all very well 
when the weather was fine, but most of 
the time it was different. Sometimes they 
would seck shelter in the lower part of 
gedowns, where benches would be provided 
for them to sleep on. At that time, it 
vas impossible for anybody to open a 
lace like this. ‘The first step taken in this 
irection was by the Rev. Dr. Morrison, 
who had long seen the necessity of providing 
a respectable house for these men i 

of letting them go to the Chinese grog-

shops. He established a place at his own 
expense, and put ina Chinese, whom he 
instructed to furnish coffee and tea, and a 
dish of provisions if they wished it, to the 
sailors who came, ‘This remained open 
for about three months of the year 1833, 
and was largely patronised by the sailors 
when they came on shore. Dr. Morrison, 
however, had tried it befure that, and 
gove. it mp, but go many mien eame that 

jo was inducod to ropeat the experiment. 
But the Chinese were too much for them ; 
they went and met the men when they 
landed, andinvited them togoto their shops. 
There ‘was one street wholly formed of 
these shops. It had the very appropriate 
nameof Hog Lane—(laughter) —not because 
there were any hogs, or that it was the 
Chinese name, but because the sailors who 
smade brutes of the 
selves with the liquor supplied to the 
and so bad did this street become, that 
an effort was made to close it. The 
liquor furnished there was of the most 
dreadful description. It was made by the 
Chinese themselves, and an analysis showed 
that in addition to their own samshu, they 
alsoputin the oil of tobacco, cubes, pepper, 
and sometimes worse—an acid—an« cover- 
ed it all up with such a quantity of sugar 
that the sailors were unable to tell what it 
was. One of the worst sights I saw there 
was in a street called Old China Street, 
‘Pwo sailors, after indulging freely in 
drink, slept in the open air. When they 
woke up in the morning, they were both 
crazy—absolutely delirious—and were quite 
unable to take care of themselves, After 
a year or two, the Chinese Authorities 
issued a governmental proclamation, 
the first of the kind, perhaps, issued 
in the East, prohibiting the ‘Chinese 
from selling’ the liquor, and urging 
foreigners to prevent the’ sailors from. 
it, This had a little effect, 
but very soon it passed away like many 
other similar orders, though it showed 
a desiro on the part of the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to stop the traffic. The Chinese 
wero struck by the singular contrast bet- 
ween the conduct of the English and 
American seamen and the Lascars, who 
nover could be induced to drink anything. 
‘The Chineso offered it them, and tried to 
get them to drink it, but as far as I saw, 
they always firmly refused, Whether it 
was because they were Mahomedans, or 
that they were not in the habit of drinking 
I don’tknow, but the Lascars never offended 
in this way. ' In the early days of the trade 
at Canton disturbances were very frequent, 
Thave already told you that Dr. Morison 
was obliged to give up his scheme. ‘There 
was nothing to support it; and tho 
dificulty of the sailors was also to find the 
place. "Now, contrast those days, when no 
interest was taken in the welfare of the 
sailors, with the present. ‘The change is 
remarkable, ‘There is great interest taken 
in sailors, and the utmost desire displayed 
togive them an opportunity of avoiding tho 
temptations to which they are exposed hero 
and in other ports, but here particularly. 
It shows that if any good project is well 
supported and rightly condneted, success 
must follow. In this caso, it has ‘resulted 
in the inaugurating of, if hot the first, the 
largest Temperauco Hall in China, (Ap- 
plause.) It is impossible to calculate the 
amount of evil done in such a port as this 
to sailors who, on coming ashore, find that 
they have no place to go to. 

Admiral Shadwell,at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings, entered the meeting, and at the 
request of the President took the chair, 
being subsequently joined on the ‘quar- 
terdeck” by Admiral Jenkins, both gentle- 
men taking their seats amidst loud ap- 
plause.

tations to which they are exposed. In 
conclusion, I desire to offer my congratula- 
tion to the president, officers, and members 
of this Marine Temperance Society on the 
success which has attended their efforts 
thus far, and on their being in a position 
to procure and open a Hall so extensi 
and go well-fitted for their objects as this 
is. (Applause). 

‘Mr. Paunozrorr now recited Dickens?

‘Mr, Buzraex then sang “The Rescue,” 
with good effect, and was ably accompanied 
‘on the harmonium by Mr. G. H. Lerrer. 

Admiral Suapwent, who was very 
warmly received, said—Ladies and gentle- 
men, and friends ; [ must begin by making 
alittle apology for not being here before. 
was not at all aware, when I was waited 
on the other day, that the important post 
of Chairman on this occasion had been 
Aesigned for me, but thought the chair 
would have been taken by the President 
of the Society. I simply promised to come, 
and I now find myself thrust into a post 
of honour which I did not anticipate. It 
has been to some extent the old story, in 
commencing these proceedings, of the play 
of Hamlet with the part of Hamlet left out 
—(laughter)—nnless it be thatmy place was 
Gillod by the ghost until I arrived. In the 
course of Dr. Williams’ speech, he said 
this was a Marine Temperance Society, 
though not established exclusively for the 
benelit of the seamen and maritime persons 
froquenting the port, and in any case its 
objects command your full approbation 
and sympathy. I don’t wish to sail under 
falno colours, and therefore I tell you at 
the outset, that I don’t pretend to be, and 
never have been, a total abstainer. I 
consider temperance a higher virtue than 
abstinence, and I myself follow the pre- 
cept given by the Apostle Paul to his 
youthful friend and brother, Timothy, to 
take a little wine for his stomach’s sake.” 
(Laughter) When thi 
tion, I don’t seo th objection 
to it. It is well known to people acquaint- 
ed with the history of the list century, 
that even in the time of our grandfathers 
there was a tremendous quantity of drank- 
enness. A. gentleman asked his 
friends to his house to dinner did not 
think he inad done his duty asa host if he 
aid not put half-dozen of them under the 
table, ‘This was not only the case in 
Europe, but also, if my fri 
right will allow me to say 80, in the United 
States. (Loud laughter). ’ ‘This was a 
hundred years ago, and Ihave heard strange 
stories of it from friends who, if alive, 
would now have been a century old. In 
olden time they used to supply their guests 
with liquor enough, as the saying is, 
to: drown them, Now, drunkenness has 
entirely gone out amongst the same classes. 
Where may occasionally be people, who 
debase themselves by getting drunk when 
they ought to keep sober, and so lay the 
seeds of disease, and afterwards reap the 
fruits of intemperance. But they are # 
very, very small minority; and, moreover, 
they’ cannot commit themselves to in: 
temperanco now-a-days without being 
utterly ashamed of it,—being repudiated, 
put on one side, and finding themselves 
ignored by the rest of society. Au im- 
provement has taken place in what we may 
‘call the middleclass of society ; aud that 
improvement has also extended in later 
times to what are called—I adopt the 
ourrent phrase—the lower orders—the 
working-classes ; and this is evidenced 
in a great number of places and towns 
in England and America, and on the con- 
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tinent also, by the establishment of Tem- 
perance Societies. I honestly confess that 
I think temperance is the higher virtue of 
the two. By temperance, I mean the 
moderate and rational useof the good things 
God has given us. Mark me, I'say in eat- 
ing as well as drinking, because I have 
observed in my experience in life that 
sometimes people who are very much 
shocked at a person getting drunk, will 
yet indulge very freely in eating. ‘There 
has been a great movement made in later 
years tomeet the evil of intemperance, and 
many wise and good people think that 
the only way to do it is by forming total 
abstinence societies ; and I have no hesit 

tion in saying that, although I prefer te1 
perance toabstinence, Ican quitesympathise 
and fully appreciate the efforts made by 
these wise and good people, and those who 
follow their standard, in’ putting them- 
selves under the banner of total abstis 
ence. Ibelieve that amongst the lower 
orders—and they are by far the majority, 
the gentry in reality only being a handful 
in comparison—it gives rise to frightful 
evils. And anyone who thinks cannot fail 
in arriving at the conclusion that great 
exertions and sacrifices are needed in order 
to put astop to it, and therefore 1 say, 
all honour to those who have the courage 
to pledge themselves to abstain altogether 
inease they should not keep within the 
bounds of prudence, and all honour to 
those who volunts abstain in order to 
encourage them! As I said before, I 
don’t wish to sail under false colours. 
But I have a great honour and ri 
spect for those persons who do 
abstain, and I fully sympathise with 
the objects the Society has in vi 
‘The subject of providing for the sailor 
when he goes onshore is not new to 
me, When I commanded a corvette in 
the river in 1858-9, I had great satis- 
faction in taking my humble part in es- 
































tablishing a Home for the beneiit of sailers 
coming to the port. In those days wo 
used fo have almost all sailing ships ; 





sometimes 140 or 150 in the harbour at 
one time ; and it struck me there was very 
great want of respectable accommodation 
ashore. All respectable houses closed their 
doors upon the sailor, who was obliged 
to go to the horribly low Chinese grog- 
shops, and I had therefore yreat eatisfuc- 
tion in giving my services, humble as they 
were, towards establishing a Sailors’ Home, 
which still exists at Hongkew. I visited it 
last September, but I don’t think it has 
been quito so’ successful as we hoped it 
would be, Itis very well in its way, however, 
and I need not now enter into the reasons 
that caused its partial failure, Shanghai 
has become a great rendezvous for the ship- 
ping of varions Navies, and there is still 
much want of some decent, proper place, 
where the sailors of the men-of-war may 
go. The population of the Settlements 
has’ also vastly increased ; and I daresa 
there is a great desire among persons hold- 
i ate positions to have some 
quiet place of resort ; so that I am exceed- 
ingly glad to find some gentlemen have 
taken the matter up, and provided such 
an institution as this. I will conclude by 
saying that I have all my life been a great 
supporter of temperance. I entirely appre- 
ciate the motives that actuate the gentlemen 
who are promoting this Society ; and I 
wish it from the bottom of my heart every 
possible success. In connection with the 
building, I may mention that [ visited it the 
other day, and was shewn by the superin- 
tendent into the billiard-room, where I saw 
some men playing and amusing themselves 
in various ways. In another room we found 
some enjoying a comfortable meal, I 

spected the beds, and was also shewn 
arrangements of the house ; all of which 
are, I think, very good; and I most 
cordially wish it success.’ My only fear 
is that if the thing succeeds as it onght 
to do,-this house won’t be big enongh. 
(Applause.) But—and I have known 















































‘Shanghai a good many years,—people here 
ase tk backward. fa outta! forward to 
Ip any philanthropic effort; and although 
the Settlement is not what it was in the 
good old times—the golden days—I think 
there are still a few dollars left which 
may be charmed out of the pockets of the 
éaipans for such an excellent purpose as 
this. (Laughter and applause.) 

‘Admiral Jewknvssaid—Ladiesand Gentle- 
men—I see among you many whom I know 
as personal friends, and 1am sure none of 
those will expect from me what is called in 
common parlance, a speéch. I never made 
one in my life; fortunately, or unfortun- 
ately, it is no part of a sailor’s duty to 
make speeches, although we have just 
had the pleasure of listening to an ‘ad- 
mirable one from my friend on the loft— 
Admiral Shadwell—with whom I am in 
accordance in all he has said, I, too, un- 
fortunately am not a total abstainer, but I 
claim to be in every sense of the word 
temperate man; and any institution 
planned anywhere to benefit what we are 
too apt to call the “common sailor” has my. 
heartfels approbation, as well as that of 
the officersof every Navy—Ikuow I can say 
so of the English ‘md American, I remem- 
ber, too painfully, that when 1 entered 
the Service, 40, or it may be 44, years 
ago, Jack was never allowed to y» ashore 
during a three years’ cruise, unless as an 
exceptional affair ; perhaps te crew of the 
Commoilore’s barge, (we had no Adiniral 
then) or of the Captain’s gig might be 
allowed greater privileges. Now, however, 
in the Anglo-Saxon Services—in England 
and America—the men have frequent holi- 
days ; they have almost as many privileges 
as the officers, and in some cases I think 
they deserve more, (Laughter and ap- 
platse.) As I have said, any scheme in 
any country—England, the Continent of 
Europe, or America—that has for its object 
the improvement of the condition of the 
seaman who battle with the winds and 
waves, as well as with the enemies of his 
country, must meet the cordial approbation 
of every philanthropic man, (Applause.) 

Mr, Burrues then gave a short state- 
ment of the history and purpose of the 
Institution. He snid—The frst meotiny of 
this Society dates back about 18 months, 
when the Chief Engineer of H. M. 8, Leven 
and some two or three others met ina 
corner of the Chinese Chapel in Shantung 
Road, and decided to form a total Abstin- 
ence ‘Society, which yradually grew in 
numbers ; and meetings have been regular- 
ly held once ench week, except for a short 
time during the hot weather of last Sim- 
mer, ‘he attendance at thesomoctings grow 
so rapidly that for the past five or six 
months the Chinese Chapel was found to 
be too small for our purposes, ‘The num- 
ber of pledged abstainers has also increased, 
and at the present time there are no less 
than 212 names on the Roll. O€ this 
number the larger proportion aro seamen 
from ships of war that visit the Port, but 
on our lists are alsoseven Captains of 
steamers and ships trading on the Const, 
besides Pilots, Enyineers, and others con: 
neeted with ‘the Mereantile Marine, Bue 
though the Society owed its origin to 
nautiod mi id was consequently 
styled the Matine Temperance Society, it 
was speedily joined by residents ashore, on 
whom of course fell the chief burden of 
keeping up the meetings and promoting 
the objects of the Society in Shangha 
But whenever ships of war have been in 
harbor, fully half of the audiences have 
generally been made up of seamen, and 
their songs, recitations, storiesand addresses 
have always excited the warmest interest. 
Of course in such a shifting community a 
large proportion of the members do not 
remain long with us, but when the old ones 
depart others take their places, and in 
addition to the good done by the Society 
to residents, it has the effect of keeping 
steady to their principles temperance men 
passing through Shanghai to and from 
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other parts. It is gratifying to notice that 
of the handful of warm-hearted young 
men with whom the Society began, a large 
proportion are now present. Our local 
clergy are in sympathy with us, and to- 
night’s meeting reminds us of the most 
valuable help we have had from many of 
them. By the co-operation of these various 
sections of the Society, the movement has 
made such progress’ that, by putting 
shoulder to shoulder, and ‘going hand in 
hand, we have been able to secure and fit 
up these premises. ‘The cost of doing so 
will amount to about $2,000, of which about 
$1,000 has been already ‘subscribed by 
members of the Society and a few gentle- 
men of the community. For the balance 
we trust to the well-known liberality of 
Shanghai, which has never yet been found 
wanting when the appeal lins been made 
for a really worthy object, as I think most 
people will agreo this is. Circulars will 
in due course be sent round to enable the 
community to show us their approval of 
the Institution in a practical form. 

‘The Rev. Mr. Netson said—What can 
a man do who comes after the King {you 
have had speeches from Admirals, \re- 
citations from accomplished gentlemen, 
Deautiful songs, music from the Hartford's 
Band; it is hard to say anything at 
this hour which may not seem almost to 
be throwing cold water on this scheme, But 
no; here sitsa British Admiral, who looksja 
British Admiral—every inch of him. (Great 
applause.) And he has written his name 
upon the scroll of fame, not only by 
sword which he has wielded, and which 

Ices him alongside those who have been 
Fin predecessore-the Collingwoods, Cock 
burns, and St, Vincents, but he is a man 
of science, and it is not now for the first 
time that your speaker has known that the 
const of China has been indebted to the 
scientific pursuits and attainments of the 
Admiral who presides this evening. (Ap- 

ause.) Let me tell you a little story ; 

will’ be personal,” but I will say 
nothing that the Chairman will have 
to complain of. Many years ago, two little 
boys were one day walking along the 
bund of Shanghai—the streets were not in 
such good order as, thanks to the Muni 
pal Council, they now are—and when they 
returned they said they had met a naval 
officer who had said to them, “I am 
your frlend, my little men,” and given 
‘them mementoes which it was the pride 
of their mother still to preserve ;—and 
the gentleman so generons and kind to 
is he who presides to-night. 
(Applause.) ‘There will be no cold water 
thrown on a good scheme where Admiral 
Shadwell is concerned. ‘The flag over his 
head is not that of England, though he 
has honoured it, and it need never fear dis- 
honour in his keeping—it is the flag of the 
younger country-sthe daughter. Par noble 
‘Fratrum !—the British and American Admi- 
rals are here seated side by side—(loud 
applanse)—and the flag that crowns the 
American Admiral’s head is the flag of 
onr honourable mother country—Great 
Britain ; God bless her. (Immense ap- 
plause.)’ ‘They hang together unitedly, and 
God forbid they shonld ever be -sepa~ 
rated in the great cause of progress, and 
freedom, and philanthropy, and Chris- 
tianity. "Once I heard a little speech, in 
these words, which greatly impressed ‘my 
mind: The man who would set America 
against England, or England against Ame- 
rica, is the friend of neither, and theenemy 
of both. (Applause.) I say nothing to dis- 
parage any other country on earth, but 
‘these two are the last that should be sepa- 
rated by feud or war—let them ever be 
bound in peace together, holding up the 
grand standard of Christianity tothe World. 
Imay be permitted to say afew words 
personal to the American Admiral. Upon 
‘these shores of the ends of the earth, I 
meet aman who’ is a neighbour of mine, 
from my own native State of Virginia,— 
Old Virginia, named from the good Queen 












































Bess—that old State which received into 
her bosom the very first Europeans who 
landed upon the coast of the new coun- 
try, America. And he comes from the 
County of Orange, made famous by the 


beautiful of Wirt, in the British 
Spectator of America; and the 
County of Madison, a President of the 


United States, and ‘one of the principal 
contributors to the Federalist—the political 
classic of America. How beautifully wave 
the rustling green fields of wheat and corn 
those mountain slopes and in those 
quiet valleys, to-day, this 22nd of May, Ad- 
miral Jenkins! Would it not be delight- 
ful to put our feet again on the soil 
of our old mother, and, like the fabled 
Anteus, rise refreshed by the contact ! 
I thank God that there are those two gen- 
tlemen side by side, to-night, helping us to 
inaugurate this establishment, whic is to 
open a new chapter in the history of 
Shanghai. (Applause.) I rejoice also to 
see the Indies present, countenancing this 
institution; and this is no ad captandum 
sentence, for the ladies of Shanghai are 
indebted for preservation and security 
in their homes to-night to the sailors who 
begirt them here. (Applause.) And every 
merchant in Shanghai is indebted for the 
security of his promises to the men-of-war 
and the sailors ‘therein, Iying in the river. 
Here is an European community of 2,000, 
surrounded by hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese, and the safety of these foreigners 
to-night depends absolutely upon the 
mariners’ skill, the scientific knowledge, 
the strong arms and the true hearts of 
the officers and sailors of our men-of- 
war, (Applause.) This institution, opened 
80 auspiciously, is intended for those 
among the sailors who, coming ashore, 
can find no resting-place for the soles of 
their feet, no respectable house into which 
they could go to get a meal, to read, or by 
other means to pass the time pleasantly, 
without temptation or danger. - They can 
come here at will, and be safe from 
the shipwreck of the liquor bottles, 
and from the wreckers of tho grogshops, 
who are everlastingly besetting them, We 
know too well that no sailor can put his 
foot on shore but spies are upon him, and 
very soon, if he be not skilful and watch- 
ful, and do not carry his heart, as the 
Chinaman says, ‘in the middle,” he will 
be drawn aside to some wretched place. 
But this hall is open to all sailors coming 
to the ort, offering them a refuge and a 
home, where they can be men, and will not 
disgrace the flags they sail under, or the 
mothers who bore them. Let each and 
everyone take part of the blame to himself 
and herself, that ‘this -has not been 
so sooner—I don’t let off one American 
or European woman in Shanghai from the 
responsibility of throwing her weight and 
fluence, and great that influence is, into 
the carrying out of this work. No portion 
of the community is more indebted to the 
sailor than the women ; and, by an irresis- 
tible logic, no portion is more bound to do 
what they can for his comfort and safety than 
the women of Europe and America who re- 
side at this port There isagreat work here 
for the ladies. Let them put their hands to 
it—everyone can do something to improve 
the condition of the sailor and ad- 
vance the great cause of humanity. I 
will relate to you a little story; had I 
the powers of some of those who have ad- 
dressed you, I would makeit tell. ‘There 
was aship upon the ocean, and from its 
deck was espied, on a bright, beautiful day, 
a little speck in’the distance, which, as the 
eyes of the mariners were closely kept upon 
it, drew near and showed a signal of dis 

tress. As it approached, a boat was 
lowered, and strong arms soon pulled it to 
the distressed ship. ‘They went on board, 
but no sound of human yoice was heard ; 
they searched, and found bodies lying here 
and there, but not one living man was to 
be seen, until, bye-and-bye, they observed 
aslight movement in one of the lying 





















































bodies, and, seeing that life was not yet 
extinct, they took this orie, put it in the 
boat, and rowed with all speed to their 
ship. Arriving there, every appliance was 
used, and they succeeded in recovering the 
almost dying man, He was still speech- 
less, but moved his lips, and one who put 
his ear down heard the sounds that hardly 
were sounds, scarce articulate— another 
man.” They understood and went back to 
the ship, found one more in whom life still 
remained, and he also was saved. ‘There 
was the greatlesson of human kind,—saved. 
yourself, save another ; blessed yourself, 
bless another ; haying received ‘benefits, 
benefits bestow, to the best of your ability 
and opportunity, on those “who have - 
them not. He would now conclude by 
asking from the sailors three cheers 
for the Ladies. (Given heartily, with one 
more on the call of the Chairman.) Mr. 
Nelson then called for three cheers for the 
‘Admirals, which were given with equal 
nerve, 

Dr, Maccowan reminded the gallant 
tars how admirally the ‘hall had been in- 
augurated, (Laughter.) 

‘ir. BLeTHEN proposed a vote of thanks 
to Admiral Shadwell for presiding, and also 
to Admiral Jenkins for his presence, in 
which he was sure the meeting was with 
him. (Applause) 

‘Admiral SHapWext briefly acknowledged, 
the compliment, and expressed the pleasure 
it had given him to be present. 

Rev. Mr, Netsoy proposed another vote 
of thanks—to the Band of the Hartford, 
which had discoursed such sweet music to 
them. Applause.) 

Rey. Mr. Tuomas called for one more 
vote of thanks, to a gentleman who, 
although a stranger, had contributed great- 
ly to the pleasure of the evening,—Mr.

quently, scratched him for all the three races 
in which he was entered on the first day. On 
the second day he was better, and ran in the

highly in public opinion as good ponies. ‘The 
time in which the mile anda half was run, 
was 8m.

To the Editor of the 
Noxra-Onrxa Heratn,, 


Sm,—Tne recent Ratepayers’ mecting 
afforded good example of the utility of 
areference to Peking. Nine months ago 
the Ratepayers, in accordance, with tho 
Revisod Land Regulations, passed a new 
bye-law providing for inspection of slaugh- 
ter-houses, &¢. ‘This bye-law was in duo 
couse sent to Peking for ratification by the 
Foreign Minister ; yet, though the subject 
waa a pressing one, seriously affecting tho 
interests of the residents, and involving no 
question of jurisdiction, not one word in 
reply has beon vouchsafed. ‘Thoso who 
appreciate the gaities of the Capital of 
Cathay, and who can comprehend the nun- 
ber of calls on a Minister's time, may be 
able to understand how the all-absorbing 
excitement of daily life at Peking may 
seriously interfere with the despatch of 
public business ; but to those interested, 
ach excuses will seem rather an aygrava- 
ion of their calamity. Seriously, what can 
a Minister find to do in Peking so absorl 
as to delay an answer to a despatch for nin 
months? He must have pondered and ro- 
solved the Audienco Question in overy shape 
and form, till it has become a weariness to 
the flesh’; the progross of the students in 
Chinese can scarcely be so exciting « topic 
as to employ all his learned leisure. ‘The 
ordinary lifo of a Court, itssocial gatherings 
and interchange of hospitalities, have in 
Peking no existence. Some practical work 
ought to be a godsond to weary existence

‘The learned Judge also said | 
that the defendants sought to ‘extend the 
right of lien which Bankers have over securi- 
ties and monies of their customers in their

Noinforma- 
tion which the defendants could have received 
in this case would have enabled them to do 
more than swear an affidavit,—even had aspe- 
cial courier been dispatched with written in- 
formation it would not have been good evi- 
denco:as against the plaintiffs. ‘The’ affidavit 
therefore was perfectly good, and disclosed 
not only a possible liability against the defen- 
Gants, but an_absolute liability and even the 
amount to which it extended. ‘This was the first 
ground on which he submitted the evidence 
‘was sufficient to warrant a postponment. ‘The 
next point he came to was the question of 
accounts. He thought it would hardly be 
contended that an account was ever taken, 
either in Law or Equity, except by reference 
to the Judges Chambers. It was true there 
was a form of action at Common Law for 
an account, which was employed against an 
agent for’ not accounting, or against a 
partner or co-tenaut, but’ no such thing 
as an acconnt being taken by a Jury had ever | 
been heard of before. ‘The defendants having

‘Mr. Watszwntont said the evidenee of the 


accountant at the Bank showed that the che- 
que had in reality never been paid, in any 
sort of way. 

His Lorpsure—That is really the point I 
left to the Jury. 

‘Mr. Rexste respectfully submitted that no 
‘such evidence ought to have been admitted. 

His Lorpsnir went on to observe that as 
regards the third objection there was uo evi- 
dence to show positive liability on the part 
of the plaintifis, but there was evidence to 
‘show positive liability on the part of the de- 
fendants. The evidence he pointed out to the 
Jury a8 to the positive liability of the def 









dants was this,—that they were bankers, 
in that character having monies of the plain-

His Lonvsurr said, in the absence of of 
of a larger amount being due to the defendants 
hhe should have been incorporating into the 
case matter of which there was no evidence. 
As to the evidence of the liability of the 
plaintiffs towards the defts, that rested simply 
on this, that the manager had said he 
receive a telegram stating that some Bills 
were dishououred. Nothing was said as to 
who sent the telegram, or what it con- 
tained ; and it would have ‘been a mis- 
direction on his part if he had left any 
question to the Jury with reference to the 
telegram. It amounited to nothing. It was 
not even hearsay evidence. With regard to 
the other objection, that questions were left 
by him to the Jury which should have been 
decided by him as matters of law, and which 
referred to the question of the liability of the 
defendants, he believed that he told the Jury 
asa matter of law that the defendants could 
not sct off a possible liability against one 
which had accrued and was existing—and if 
the Jury found that the defendants had money 
of the plaintiffs in their hands as Bankers, 
they had no right either to retain it to answer 
a possible future liability, or to set up a lien 
on it except they wero in a condition to prove 
that the plaintitfs owed them money equal to 
or greater in amount than what the Plaintift 
claimed from them. He was still of 
opinion that he had ‘brought the main ques- 
tions substantially before the Jury, which were 
these: Had the defendants finds of the 
plaintiffs, out of which the cheques were 
payable? Did they pay or dishonour two of 
‘theplaintiff's cheques, and if they did dishonour 
them what was the amount of damages th 
were of opinion the plaintiffs had sustained. 
‘The question of whether or not the alleged 
suspension of the drawees created a debt froin 
the plaintiffs to the defendants, was a question 
of law. And as he did not think there was

SHANGHAI, MAY 23np, 1873. 


Tue P. & O. steamer Della, and the M. M. steamer Peiko, with the London Mails of 4th and 11th ultimo, arrived here 
on 17th and 28rd instant respectively. ‘The arrivals from London direct, since the date of our last report, have been the 
ship Maitland and the steamer Tchihatchof’. 

The last received telegrams from home do not report any change in the Cotton, Cotlon Piece Goods, or Iron markets, 
but note an advance of 2s. Gd. per ton in Lead, and quote discount 5 %. 





PIECE GOODS.—The weck just closed has been about the most unsatisfactory one that we have experienced since last China New-Year. 
Business has been extremely limited, and. prices for every article—saving Sedrlet Long EUs, anil Hankow designs of Dyed Brocades and 
Damasks, have steadily ruled in favour of buyers. Importers are beginning to ask each other when and where all this is to end, and are 
trying hard to discover the reason of such an unusual depression. A growing scarcity of money amongst natives ; a rising sterling 
‘Exchange ; the heavy April exports from home on the top of a fairly ample stock here; mildews; cheap native Cotton, and, as a 
consequence, cheap native Cotton Cloth, are among the causes named, and no.doubt ‘the market has been seriously affected 
by these; ‘but several of them are of comparatively recent origin, and their influence cauuot yet have reached the principal 
consuming districts otherwise than by way of ience, which is extremely unlikely, so that there must be other and more potent 
rowsont for the dragging and unhealthy trade in Piece Goods which is uow s0 keenly experienced. At Haukow, ‘by’ last 
accounts, the all-absorbing questions were 'ra and who was to pay highest for the precious commos ‘Tho ‘TrexTsix news is again said 
to be better, and the northern dealers here immediately improve the occasion by reducing their offers and buying at lower rates. From 
Yoxouama we are advised that “for general imports, the market closes with a slightly improved enquiry, but at low rates ;” and, 
speculation being dormant here, it is rather difficult to account for even the sinall business teported since Friday last. ‘There have been 
olfers from Szechuen men of ‘£1.90 for Dewhurst’s Engle 8|-Ibs. Grey Shirtings on the market all the week, and siuce a uative speculator, 
presses for cash, yesterday obliged them with a thousand pieces at slightly under that figure, they are looking for further favors, and seem
